Congress Convenes 


at no 


'lie sixty-fourth congress 
D0U Monday. 
fh e session promises to he one of the mo-t ini|K»rt*nt in 
pie history of the nation. 
Of paramount public interest just 
now, of course, is the preparedness program which the nation 
ai administration will present to congress for approval. The 
fate of the preparedness program iii congress will, in a great 
moisture, determ ine the question of finances. 
lf congress accedes to the request of the chief executive 
•md his cabinet and enacts tht‘ legislation necessary to carry 
that program into effect, then there must follow some radical 
flanges in the national laws designed to produce the re venin 
necessary to pay the cost of m aintaining the government plus 
tho tremendous expense which the adoption of the prepared 
n,.ws program will entail. 
The revenues of the national government are now' insuffi­ 


c ie n t, aside from the bothersome “ war ta x ” burden which th e 
people arc now bealing, to meet expenditures. The shortage 
in receipts is accounted for, by the administration, to the f a 11 - 
j,iM* off in receipts due to the destruction of foreign commerce 
ss an incident to the wTar in Euro)ie. Opponents of the admin­ 
istration place the blame for the shortage on the lowering of 
the tariff schedules. 
Suffice it to say, however, that tile biggest problems which 
the present congress will be called upon to face and solve sat 
isfaetorily, regardless of whether the preparedness program 
is adopted or rejected, are those relating to revenues. 
The remedial legislation thus far urged by the national 
administration and enacted by congress has been, in the main, 
satisfactory. 
The work of making “ ends meet,*’ 
however, 
without 
subjecting the people to an unpopular direct tax has not re­ 
sulted favorably. 
If the adm inistration and congress, on the threshold of 
a national cam paign, fall into tin* error of increasing the ex­ 
penditures without providing for a corresponding increase in 
receipts, it is not likely that the work will meet with the ap­ 
proval of the voters. 
Congress has the opportunity to establish itself firmly in 
the public esteem by tho enactment of only 
the necessary 
“safe and sane” legislation to meet present requirements and 
allowing elaborate programs calling for tremendous expendi­ 
ture to aw ait further consideration when present chaotic con­ 
ditions have been succeeded by a return to order throughout 
the world.

SHOULD AGREE ON POLICY 
IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Recommends Early Adoption of M eas­ 
ures Giving Them Fuller Justice. 
I Le president recom m ends the early 
Wop ti on of bills for the alteration and
